Rapid Transit to Waterloo Airport Site 
Studied and Found Economically Feasible 


Illinois Transportation Secre- 
tary William F. Cellini on Fri- 
day released a study indicating 
the feasibility of rapid transit 
service between the proposed 
St.Louis regional, airport in the 
Columbia - Waterloo area and 
the Union Terminal facility in 
downtown St. Louis.

The Nixon Administration ap-

Washington — President 
Nixon’s impoundment of Clean 
Water funds is picking up foeg. 
and Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson 
III, D.-IIL, may join the active 
opposition. 

The Nixon Administration's 
announcement that he is with- 
holding $6 billion passed in the 
Clean Water Act of 1972 threw 
many state and municipal 
clean-up plans into confusion. 

Demands for relase of the 
funds are beginning to mount 

Sen. Edmund S.’ Muskie, D- 
Me., a sponsor of the Dill, told 
a financial seminar here that 
he and his colleagues are con- 
sidering. court action to force 
the president to carry out the 
full $18 billion program 

“Bedause of the seriousness 
of the legal and constitutional 
issues involved, I do not believe 
that Congress itself should let 
the President's invasion of his 
prerogatives go unchallenged,” 
Muskie said. 

Stevenson aides said they ‘‘do 
not preclude the’ possibility” 
that the Illinois senator will join 
Muskie and others in bringing 
suit against the White House 

They cited Stevenson's state- 
ment following the White House 
impoundment action 

Stevenson said voters’ elect 
Congress to carry out ‘their will 
on such issues as cleaning up 
Lake Michigan and, other wa 
ters only to “suffer a severe 
setback" when the President 
impounds funds

will do everything I can to see 
hat President. Nixon doesn’t

Comment by U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce——For many Americans, the 


unpleasant surprise of the new year is 


likely to be a smaller paycheck. The 
Social Security tax is increasing—again. 
Not much at first, a dollar or two a 
week for most workers. That's due to 
a hiked in the tax rate from 
5.8%. 
Many people don't realize that their 


employer pays the same amount, for 


eagh-employe That makes the “real"’ 
Sd#ial Security tax rate 10.4% for 1972 
and 11,7% for 1973. 

This relatively modest increase is, 
unfortunately, far from the end of the 
story. 

On top’ of the higher tax rate, many 
of us will also find ourselves paying the 
tax for a longer period of time this 
year. Why? Because the amount of 
pay subject to the tax has also gone up. 

Last year,.Social Security was de- 
ducted from the first $9,000 of pay. 
After that, you were paid up until the 
first paycheck of the new year. 

In 1973, however, the “wage base’ 
moves up to $10,800, So peoplé who 
make at least that much are paying the 
higher tax on an extra $1,800. 

The bad news gets worse. ‘Even if 
Congress keeps its hands off the tax 
for awhile — unlikely, judging from 
recent experience — it will still con- 
tinue to climb because of increases al 
ready built into the law. 

One of the biggest will in 
1974, when the wage base goes up to 
$12,000.

And some people want to:turn these 
small beginnings into a complete gov- 
ernment health insurance program 
Estimates of the cost of that step alone 
have ranged up to $81 billion a year. 
For comparison, Social Security paid 
out $48 billion in 1972 

Congress keeps raising the size of 
the pension, too. And lowering the age 
of eligibility. 

Since 1964, pension benefits have 
gone up 65%, while the cost of living 
rose only 35%. And future pension in- 
creases are now tied to the cost of living, 
so some continued escalation is inevit- 
able even if Congress doesn't raise the 
base rate again. 

Isn't it time to consider the morality 
of all this? Many Social Security re- 
cipients innocently believe that they 
have ‘‘bought and paid for’’ their bene- 
fits. Hardly 

Because the size of the pension has 
been increased so rapidly in recent 
years, the payments made into the sys- 
tem by present recipients don't begin 
to cover the cost of their benefits. 

The most a worker could have paid 
in taxes since the program's inception 
is $4,639.20. At today’s benefit levels, 
in only 18 months this retired worker 
will get back everything he puts in. 

If he has a dependent wife, the couple 
will receive close to $4,700 in one year. 
The fact is, the cost of today’s higher 
is being borne by today’s 


benefits 
workers. 

vIt is a mystery to many that the 
younger generation has put up with it 
this long. Sure, we want to take care 
of the old folks. Buf, we owe some 
consideration to the young folks, too.

PLEASANTLY SURPRISED 
BY ECOLOGY ARTICLE 
Your récent review of Rev 
Baumann’s article in the Illinois 
Agricultural Association Record 
was a pleasant surprise to me. 
It seemed in sharp contrast to 
recent news articles in the 
Press indicating panic at the 


the source was one of the at- 
torneys or other participants 
in the trial who’ had. been or- 
dered by the court to make no 
public “disclosure of facts not 
in evidence. 

The issue, then, is whether 
it is right to compel a news- 
man to reveal his source under 
certain circumstances 

It seems clear that the confi- 
dentiality of the relationship 
between’ a news reporter and 
his source must be protected 
at all times and under all cir- 
cumstanc 

Otherwise, the news reporter 
will soon have difficulty in 
finding a source for a certain 
type.of news. 

The times when a report- 
er needs to protect his 
source may be few and far 
between, 

Almost always, a legiti- 
mate story can be attrib- 
uted to a specific source, 
and it should be. 

But there’ are exceptions, 
and they may involve im- 
portant public matters. 

The newsman in his relation- 
ship to his source must be pro- 
tected by the same kind of 
right to privacy as an attorney 
in his relationship to a client, 
a doctor in relationship to a 
patient, and a priest in rela- 
tionship to a:parishioner, many

Increasing Spotlight on Public's ‘Right to Know’

Back in the late 1940s the late 
James Forrestal, then secre- 
tary of defense, mentioned a 
pair of America’s more noto 
ous and frequently frivolous 
columnists and said, substan: 
itally: 

“They, seem a pretty high 
price to pay for freedom of the 
press but I suppose we've got 
to pay it.” 

Regarding the press freedom 
that caused Forrestal so much 
anguish, the First Amendment 
to the Constitution states: 

“Congress shall make no law 
: abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press; ...’ 

Today, the jailing of newsmen 
for refusal to divulge sources of 
information even on demand of 
an autocratic judiciary is re 
sulting in the polarization of 
views and increasing confronta- 
tions between ernment and 
the press 

Those who defend the 
regardless of its behavior are 
squealing like stuck pigs over 
the imprisonment of Los Ange- 
les newsman William T. Farr 
for. failure to divulge the source 
of story material used in con- 
nection with the Charles Man. 
son multiple murder trial 

On the other hand, there 
increasing instances of judges 
at all trial levels closing cer- 
tain testimony, even entire 
trials, to public reporting — de: 
spite constitutional guarantees 
of a fair and public trial 

Defenders of the press 
plead, regardless of the 
case, of the public’s right to 
know. 

Judges rule in favor of 
closed trials and bans on 
pretrial publicity on the 
basis of their claim that too 
much publicity interferes 
with a fair trial. 
Behind the outcries of 

and the jockeying for position 
there is a history that might 
give both the press and the ju- 
diciary pause for thought—and 
might give government at all 
levels, from city council cham 
bers to the White House, equal 
pause for thought 

As Forrestal observed, the 
behavior of the press has not 
always been completely clean. 

And, as champions of the peo- 
ples’ right to know and of the 
constitutional guarantees of a 
free press. have pointed out 
again and again, there is too 
often a suspicious odor in all 
levels of government —and a 
free press is the only counter- 
weapon a tax-paying public 
possesses. 

There are many who think 
the press misbehaved in han- 
dling of the so-called Pentagon 
Papers, although the public 
learned little it didn’t know 
before. 

Others, including this writer, 
have the view that the methods 
may have been wrong but the 
end result, publicizing some of 
the less savory operations of 
Pentagon leaders, was healthy 
—and perhaps that is a com- 
promise with principle 

The Supreme Court, in 
ruling in favor of the New 
York Times et al. on the 
Pentagon Papers, came 
. close to making the First 
Amendment absolute pro- 
tection for all shades of 
press responsibility—and 
lack of responsibility. 
“However, it didn’t quite 
do so and that is where the 
matter of refusing to di- 
vulge sources when trials

porters today, more than ever 
before, shrink from the ‘‘ob- 
jective reporting” once taught 
and practiced in the Fourth Es- 
tate, and instead become acti- 
vists for a cause—to the detri- 
ment of their paper’s vow to 
report the news fairly. 

And, the same newspapers 
which cry out from their edi 
torial pages about the “public's 
right to know,” too frequently 
ban reporters from their own 
publisher association meetings. 

On the other side of the 
coin, government deceit and 
vigorous efforts to bar re- 
porters from facts on the 
public’s business help in- 
crease the zeal of newsmen 


to get the news in any way 

possible. 

Such deceit also |helps 
build a stronger defense 
among those why cry ‘ffoul”” 
at the most minor criticism 
of news reporting. 

This is one’ of \the stranger 
situations—the press, day after 
day, denounces performance of 
others but has a pathdlogical 
fear of outside comment! on its 
own daily operations and equal 
fear of any process of $elf-ex- 
amination. | 

As one who considers him- 
self privileged to labor in the 
honorable craft of news gather- 
ng, this reporter is anxipus to 
cast a vote with those fighting 
for a free press 

I vote against those gf the 
judiciary and the exétutive 
branch of all levels of epvenne 
ment who work long and too 
often successfully, in denying 
the public its right to know 

Even with that  proipress 
vote, however, it would |seem 
that in this time of polarization 
of| positions that the defenders 
of the press might be wise to 
pause before they squeal--and 
indulge in a little self-examina- 
tion 

If they don't, the judges and 
the bureaucrats are going to 
hang them out to dry. Even 
Forrestal wouldn't like that

Rep, Robert McClory of Lake 
Bluff says swapping our Brit 
ish weights and measures for 
the French - inspired metric 
system need not be a wrench- 
ing experience if we go through 
a transition phas 

Giving up the foot and simi 
lar units of measure based on 
the limbs of the human body 
for the pristine beauty of a 
decimal system will be costly. 

So will the trade we will lose 
if we don’t go metric with the 
rest of the world. 

Britain inherited and 
modified the weights and 
measures of its Roman con- 
querors and then passed 
them on to the American 
colonies. 

The former mother coun- 
try is well along in replac- 
ing such units as the inch 
(once a thumb’s breadth) 
and the mile (once a 
thousand Roman double 
steps) for the centimeter 
(2.54 to the inch) and the 
kilometer (1.609 to the 
mile). 

“We're the last large indus 
trical nation in the world to 
convert to the metric system 
says McClory, former 12th 
District Republican who rey 
resents’ the new 13th in_ the 
93rd Congress. 

Although the Department of 
Commerce and the Nationa 
Bureau of Standards have 
recommended a 10-year tran 
sition, McClory points out’ that 
Congress has done nothing to 
implement it. 

“T want a bill passed in this 
Congress to set up the ma 
chinery to direct us into a 10 
year transition period,” he 
said in an interview, “I think 
a great deal of the conversion 
would occur a$ we go along.” 

McClory says he will intro 
duce such a bill thi 

“I would expect it: to estab- 
lish some kind of a joint com 
mission representative of in 
dustry. education, science and 
technology to work with indi 
viduals, schools and the public 
to program this thing/” 

McClory says 1976, the 
American Bicentennial, 
would be ‘too soon” to ex- 
pect the metric system to 
be realized in this country 
as a sort of “birthday 
gift,” but a start could be 
made. 

Man’s dread of change, 
the surrender of the con- 
fortably familiar for alien 
ways, fuels some of the op- 
position to the metric sys- 
tem. 

This uninformed opinion is 
nothing, says McClory, com 
pared to the resistance of some 
manufacturers who fear the 
high cost of retooling for con 
version. , 

Changeover costs are ex 
pected to run into billions. 

But it has also been noted 
that the failure to adjust to a 
largely metric world could 
eventually cost more in jobs 
and trade if the United States 
remains the only ‘major nation 
not to switch. 

McClory sees pressure from 
the European Common Market 
working on U.S. resistance to 
conversion. 

ECM, he says, by 1978 pro- 
poses to limit its trade to na+ 
tions meeting its metric re- 
quirements. 

Althqugh abrupt and total 
converston ‘‘would be too hard 
on many industries,"’ McClory 
says we could begin conver- 
sion with liquid measurements 
that would not be too jarring, 
either for consumers or manu- 
facturers. 4

East St. Louis. 

A swine seminar is sched 
uled Jan, 17, 9:30 a.m. to 3 
p.ff; at Augustine’s Restaurant, 
Belleville. Both meetings will 
cover topics of current interest 
to -cattle and swine producers 
and provide key information for 
1973 management plans. 

Ask yourself the following 


questions if you are going to be 


raising feeder cattle or swine 
in 1973: 

Do I have a current under- 
standing of proposed livestock 
pollution regulations? Will I 
need to build additional live- 
stock facilities in 1973? If so, 
will the facility [ am planning 
to build comply with propased 
pollution regulations? 

Am I up to date on swine and 
beef disease problems and how 
to spot early symptoms? Are 
my mangement techniques what 
they should be? Do i have a 
current understanding of live- 
stock marketing trends? 

If any of the questions ra 
a thought of uncertainty in 
your mind, it may be advan- 
tageous for you to jot that ques- 


se 


tion down and bring it along to 
one of the livestock seminars. 

Four livestock specialists in 
the fields of nutrition and man- 
agement, veterinary medicine, 
ag engineering and economics 
will be on hand at both meet- 
ings to provide the latest infor- 
mation and answer questions.

However, the Illi- 
nois Crop Improvement Asso- 
ciation reports that 45% of 956 
soybean samples tested by Dec, 
12, 1972, germinated at less 
t 30%. Germination at the 
80%, level is generally consid 
ered the minimum for good 
quality ans. In most years, 
properly harvested and stored 
soybeans germinate in the high 
80's or low 90's. 

Ohio and Indiana report ger- 
mination results even more dis 
appointing, In the central Corn 
Belt, only Iowa has more good 
than poor quality soybean seed.
